WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—An hour be- 


ore 10 o'clock, the time set for the 
caucus, members began to arrive at the 


ipitol and hasty consultations were 
teld on the course to be pursued. 
Speaker Crisp was joined in his private 
ffice by Chairman Wilson and Eepre- 
entatlvea Turner, McMillin and Mont- 
;omeryt making the full membership 
f the house democratic conference 
committee. 
Representative Breckin- 


ridge, of Arkansas, an advisory raem- 


er of the conference was also present 
t was for consultation on the line of 
action to be presented by the house 
eadersto.the caucus. 
The meeting 


asted until it was time for the caucus 
to convene. 


In the meantime there was a scene of 
nimation on the floor of the houae. 
Representatives Tracey, Strauss, Warner 
nd others passed among their associa- 
tes and stiffened up the sentiment of 
oyalty to the conferees. It was appar- 
ntly up-hill work, however, as the cur- 
ent of feeling among the rank and file 
f the members seemed to be setting 
trongly in favor of accepting the senate 
ill without further delay. 
At 10 o'clock Speaker Crisp and all 
e conferees filed out of the a peaker's 
ffice and took se&te in a body in the 
orward part of the democratic side. 
'here was an ominous silence as they 
came in. 
At that time 153 democratic 


members were un the floor. As Mr. 
Wilson passed through the corridor to 
the house he was asked as to the result 


f the conference in the speaker's room 
mt answered: 
"I cannot make it known yet." 
Chairman Holman called the caucus 


o order promptly and the call for the 
leeting was read. The roll call which 
ollowed took some time and members 
hifted uneasily for the decisive action 
head. 
Chairman Wilton took the 


loor immediately after the roll call and 
began a statement of the situation. He 
poke calmly and dispassionately and 
eceived the closest attention. Mem- 
>ers lett their seats and crowded eager- 
y about him, listening intently to 
every word. It is seldom that such 
eager interest has been shown at a cau- 
cus. 


Mr. Wilson began with a recital of the 


lifficnlties that have been encountered, 
le went over each stage of the situa- 
ion with much, detail. He said that 
each step had been pursued with an 
ardent desire to support with honor the 
desires of the house and to resist with 
trmness what was regarded as the un- 
reasonable demands of the senate. 


Mr. Wilson did not confine himself 


10 generalization. Ee took up thecon- 
ested schedules, particulary sugar, 
coal and iron ore and reviewed the dif- 
erences in conference on these main 
terns. He took up each proposition 
on sugar and spoke of the vast pronto 
to the sugar trust which would result 
rom many of these propositions. He 
did not indulge in the sharp criticism 
hat was expected on the motives of 
he senate conferees. 


While Mr. Wilson was speaking the 


word was passed around among mem- 
wrs that the conference in the speak- 
er's room had resulted in decisive ac 
tion and that Speaker Crisp himself 
would move that the house would re- 
cede and accept the senate bill. At 
irst the information was so startling 
that it was doubted, but as member 
after member heard it and made in- 
quiry the opinion 
became 
general 


among the best informed men in the 
house that the report was correct, al- 
though it could not be positively veri- 
fied from Mr. Crisp or the conferees. 


Mr. Wilson spoke of the fight made 


by the house conferees for s specific duty 
on sugar on the ground that under an 
advalorem system it would; be i 
ble to tell, on account of the invoice 
methods, 
the 
exact 
advantage 


which would accrue to the sugar trust 
He m&de the remarkable statement 
th»t he had been credibly informed 
and believed that the sugar trust had 
anticipating the enactment of the sen 
ate sugar schedule, purchased $112, 
OOO.OOOj worth of raw sugar. If this 
was true, he said, the profits accruing 
to the trust from this investment in 
advance of the enactment of the sen 
ate schedule would he at least 140,000, 
000. 


Mr. Wilson also pointed out at lengtl 


the embarrassment attending the effort 
to adjust the coal and iron schedule. 
''The great battle," said Mr. Wilson 
warming up to his subject, "is between 
the American people and the sugi 
traU It is a batUea which the fan. 


has taken the people by the throat and 
it will never end until we throw o2 the 
grip." 


There was enthusiastic applause at 


this. He proceeded to state that the 
house conferees had been willing to 
concede almost everything except these 
vital items of sugar, iron and coal; that 
the benate conferees had 
seemed 


willing to concede much and held much 
the eame views, but were apparently 
dominated by the knowledge that il 
they conceded what they themselves 
were willing to concede, the bill could 
not pass and the agreement would be 
useless. 


Mr. Wilson concluded by saying that 


tie had now become satisfied it was 
either the senate bill or no legislation. 


Mr. Wilaon closed at 11:05 o'clock, 


baring talked just an h'our. It was 
understood, however, that Mr. Wilson 
iad not yielded the Hoor permanently, 
jut would resume later after his con- 
ference associates,'Messrs. Montgomery, 
McMillin and Turner, had corroborated 
iis statements as to dates. Mr. Mont- 
gomery then took the floor and sub- 
stantiated what Mr. Wilson had said as 
0 the details of the conference 


Speaker Crisp, followed Mr Mont- 


;omery. He spoke with much spirit 
and earnestness and 
BOOQ the caucus 


was in a tumult of enthusiasm, rouud 
after rouud of applause greeting his 
utterances. He spoke of the critical 
condition and of the apparent need to 
accept the senate bill and then if need 


>e to introduce separate bills for free 
ugar, free iron and free coal. Mr. 
Crisp followed in the line of Mr. Wil- 
son, saying that it was either the "ssn- 
,te bill or no bill. He said that as long 
s there was a desperate chance of se- 
curing concessions the house demanded 


wag in favor of standing out, but he 


was now satisfied that the time had 
come when further insistence by the 
louae was useless. He closed his re- 
marks by offering a resolution instruct- 
ing the house conferees to recede. 


The Crisp resolution instructs the 
touae conferees to recede from the dis- 
greement to the senate amendments 
and instructs the ways and means com- 
mittee to bring in separate free sugar, 
ree iron and free coal bills.

The previous question was demanded 


on the Crisp resolution and ordered by 


Yoteot U2to2L Among those who 


voted against the previous question 
were the Louisiana members, Cockran, 
of New York, and others. 


Thirteen minutes was then given to 


he opponents of the resolution to state 
heir position. Mr. McMillan followed 
n vigorous style. He repudiated the 
statement made by Mr. Cockran that 
the senate bill was worse than the Me- 
£inley law. Mr. Robertson, of Louisi- 
ana, objected to the resolution on ac- 
count of the free sugar provisions and 
lenerally protested against the detri- 
ment to Louisana. 


As the hour of 12 o'clock, when the 


louse was to meet, approached, the 
cry of "vote, vote," went up from the 
mpatient members. Mr. Robertson, of 
Louisiana, continued to urge thai it 
would be bad faith to cut off the Lou- 
siana planters from the bounty on this 
rear's crop on which they bad reckoned 
when they put it in. 


During the fifteen minutes' debate 


Chairman Wilson rose and pleaded with 
the caucus not to take action today. 
5e said that whatever was the mind of 
ihe house there was no necessity for 
immediate and hurried action. 


Mr. McMillan, of the ways and means 


committee, also made a speech. He 
declared in favor of the Crisp resolu- 
tion, saying that the senate bill was 
much better than the McKinley law. 
The resolution of Speaker Crisp as 
adopted is as follows: 


'Resolved, That it is the sense of 


this caucus that the order heretofore 
requesting a conference with the sen- 
ate on the disagreeing votes of the two 
houses on house resolution 484 be re- 
scinded. That the conferees heretofore 
appointed on the part of the house 
recede from iU disagreement to the 
senate amendments to said bill and 
agree to them. 


"Resolved, Further, that the house 


shall at once proceed to the considera- 
tion of separate bills placing the follow- 
ing articles on the free list, viz : sugar, 
in all iu forms, iron ore, coal and 
barbed wire. The committee on rules 
is requested to report an order provid- 
ing for the prompt consideration ol 
such motion and bills." 


This was adopted by an overwhelm 


ing vote, the nays being almost insig 
nificant, 
Representative Tucker, of 


Virvinia, then 
offered a resolution 


thanking and commending the house 
conferees for their loyal service, This 
was adopted with a shout of approva 
and the caucus adjourned. 


Among those who voted against the 


resolution were: The Louisiana mem 
bcrs; Warner, of New York; Strauss 
of New York; Tracey, of New York 
Taisney, of Missouri; Cockran, of 
York, Covert, of New York, Donphey 


of New York, Cooper, of Indiana, 
Johnson, of Ohio; Kilgore, of Texas. 
The Maryland delegation, Kaynor, Me 
Kaig, Rusk and Talbot; Breckinrtdge, 
of Arkansas, a member of the ways and 
means committee, and Williams, ol 
Mississippi, also voted against the Crisp 
resolution. Most of those who voted 
against the first part of the resolution, 
voted for the second part. 


Immediately after the adjournment 


of the caucus the house conferees went 
into session in the rooms of the com- 
mittee on ways and means. Mr. Breck 
inridge, of Arkansas, who has been ad- 
vising with the conferees, says that an- 
other meeting with the senate conferees 
will not be necessary and that the 
house conferees can bring in a report 
receding from the agreement to the 
senate amendments and concurring in 
them, which will pass the bill 
The 


committee on rules have not yet pre- 
pared a special order for carrying out 
the caucus program, but will no doubt 
do so as soon as the conferees are ready 
to report 


WILL FINISH TODAY. 


It is the intention of the democratic 


managers of the house to finish up 
everything today. The committee on 
rules will present a special order to 
carry out the mandate of the caucus. 
The intention is to pass the tariff bill 
and then will follow the other bills 
named in the caucus resolution. These 


iave all been prepared, and though 


not reported from the ways and means 
committee or in regular order, these 
irelimmaries can be dispensed with 
under a special order from the commit- 
tee on rules 
Speaker Crisp and Repre- 


sentative Catchincs went into session 
shortly after the house metandmesaen- 
gers were sent in every direction for 
iepresentative Outhwaite, the other 
democrrtic member of the committee 
on rules, as bis vote will be necessary to 
carry out the program. 


Representatives Reed and Burrows, 


he republican members of the commit- 
ee, have not been clalled in and will 
not be until the democratic program is 
ready to present. Representative Outh- 


'aite, the absent democratic member

THE RELAY RACE. 


Fast Time Bicycle Run From 


Washington to Denver. 


iMatiuiee, :i.0?t* Mil«*. Covered li 


Than Six »»y» «jnU a Half and 
AJbead of Schedule Time. 


DENVER, Aug 
Li—The long relay 


race from Washington to Denver was 
ended at 10.37 last night, when the last 
messenger darted up to the courthouse 
and handed Private Secretary Thur- 
ber's message to Governor Waita The 
2,037 miles had been covered in thirty- 
seven hours and twenty-three minutes 
less than the scheduled time, which 
called for the delivery of the message 
ai noon Tuesday. 
Instead of eight 


days, the riders covered the distance in 
less than six and a half. 


Great enthusiasm existed among 


Local wheelmen over the arrival of the 
message on the last division of the race 
and hundreds, unable to restrain their 
impatience, went down to Brighton, 
nineteen miles away, to meet the rider. 
Bulletin boards attracted immense 
crowds, eager to follow the progress of 
the race. The court house park, where 
the message was to be delivered to the 
governor, was filial with a waiting 
throng. 
The signal corps belonging to 


the Colorado National guard was or- 
dered out and stationed for miles along 
ihe route to signal the approaching 
lider. Owing to the lateness of the 
lour the reception of the message was 
diminished in some degree, but at 10 
o'clock the streets were still filled with 
wheelmen. 


The relay riders were delayed some 


iix hours between North Platte, Neb., 
and Cheyenne, Wyo 
After passing 


Cheyenne the relays were shorter and 
;he roads in good condition, so better 
ime was made 
Greeley, Colo, was 


passed at 7:17 p. m., where the message 


•as delivered to the Denver division. 
This relay ride, the longest in the 


listory of bicycling, has resulted more 
uccessfully than even its promoters 
anticipated. The race was managed by 
Arthur D Black, of Jacksonville, 111, 
vice consul of Illinois, who, though still 


young man, has ridden many thou- 
ands of miles in touring and has been 
over much of the course covered by the 
wheelmen in the week just closed. To 
;et the bicycle riders over so large a 
erritory was no small undertaking. 
Jut everywhere the proposition was met 
with enthusiasm, and as a 
result, 


hough hundreds of men were called 
on to ride day or night, hardly a hitch 
iccurred. 


The relay started from Washington 


at nc^n Monday, August 6, the rider 
carrying & pouch containing a message 
rom Private Secretary Thurber, on be- 
lalf of the president to Governor 
iVaite, and another from Brigadier 
3eneral Greeley, of the signal corps of 
the United States army, 1$ Brigadier 
General McCook, commanding the de- 
partment of the Colorado, with head- 
quarters at Denver. 
The schedule 


called for ^covering the 2 037 miles from 
Washington to Denver in eight days, 
allowing an. average time per mile, for 
the entire distance, of five minutes and 
orty-three seconds.

Tnualug a Colt. 


The education of a colt should begin 


at an early age. Ho should be taaght 
at least two things before he is a month 
old—namely, to submit to being held 
by the halter and to be tied to the man- 
ger. Having done this perfectly, I would 
is soon the colt received no additional 
lessons until snch time- as his services 
are required, says the Hon. F. A. Der- 
thick 


A spirited horse that can be approach- 


ed and that will stand quietly at the 
lalter can bo taught to lead promptly 


10 minutes' time. All that is re- 


quired is a light rope halter. The oper- 
ator should stand at the side of his 
jorse. Take a backward step, at the 
same time giving a short, sharp pull on 


rope. Loosen at once; then repeat 


±e operation. As soon as the horse fol- 
lows, and he will almost immediately, 
rub his h«ad and givo him some jirticle 
of food of which ho is fond. 
this nntil he follows promptly. 


Now, remember that you must edu- 


cate the opposite si<fe in the samo man- 
ner. I have known of but few cases 
where, in five minntes,»it was not diffi- 
cult to get away from the horse. If you 
Can get away from him, take a position 
at a little to one side of the front Your 
horse doesn't know but that yon can 
pall him endwise as well as sidewise. 
A few sharp pulls in this oblique direc- 
tion, followed by caresses, and the only 
difficulty will be in leaving the hoise., 
In obstinate cases, or with a dull horse, 
a cord is sometimes used in the mouth. 
It should be in the hands of a judicious 
operator and should only be used as a 
last resort 


We never hitch up a colt until, in 


common parlance, he is broken—that is, 
until he reins- easily, backs up and starts 
promptly at the word, stops instantly 
when told and refuses to move for any 
reasonable noise or manipulation save 
the proper word. As long as the colt is 
frightened try the crack of a whip, 
spreading an umbrella, drumming of 
pans or by having his heels touched 
there is danger, and we don't hitch np 
until the colb can be safely driven. 
This, again, takes time, bat it is time 
well invested. It saves broken harness, 
carts, buggies, arms, legs and heads as 
well as saves runaway horses. 


To not undertake to force your horse 


when he has the advantaged We have a 
4-year-old horse today that cannot be 
forced to pass certain objects, but if al- 
lowed to stand for a few moments and 
investigate the cause of his fright he 
has never refused to pass. Do not even 
push yonr horse too far. He may be- 
come desperate and cannot be controlled. 
Better wait until the excitement and 
spirit of resistance has passed. You are 
apt in snch cases to become heated and 
unreasonable yourself. It is much wiser 
to suspend operations until both parties 
are cooler. Be honest with your horse, 
for while he is no doubt the innocent 
cause of more dishonesty than any of 
oar domestic animals he is the most 
honorable and reliable among them all. 
Be steady, firm and kind. Do not expect 
him to perform several different actions 
at the same word at different times. If 
yon wish him to stop, always use the 
same word for that If you desire liim 
to slacken his pace, have some other 
signal that yon and he 'understand.— 
Exchange.

that nearly all Spanish bheep had beeu 
crowed with these exceedingly fine 
wooled Saxons, and the constitution of 
the Hocks had beeu lessened in vigor. 
It was not difficult to care for high 
priced sheep, -whose fleeces brought $4 
or §5 each, but when the fiottom fell out 
and values went down the flocks went 
to destruction. 


In the meantime the Saxouy sheep 


bad a few friends in Washington coun- 
ty, Pa., in contiguous parts of West 
Virginia and on the opposite side of the 
river in Ohio. These gentlemen were 
well qualified for the charge of those 
Electoral bheep. In 1S84 they organized 
the National Improved Saxony Sheep 
Breeders' association and issued their 
Bsrt register. Theie were scarcely more 
than 1,100 of this breed entitled to a 
place m the book of record. "The aim 
has been to breed a large, well formed, 
vigorons iJieep and at the same time re- 
tain the beautiful white, crimpy wool 
of the Saxony," Still continuing to 
quote from their book: "By long per- 
severance we Lave secnred our object, 
and wo now consider the improved Sax- 
ony an established breed, producing with 
jreat regularity lambs of the highest 
order, both, in regard to fleece and 
body. The object of our society is not 
to get np a 'boom,' to use the favorite 
expression of the day, in order that 
prices of stock may be inflated above 
value, but our design is to preserve our 
blood pure that we may continue to im- 
prove and go on as near to perfection as 
possible." It was a matter of surprise 
and regret that this breed not ex- 
hibited at the World's Columbian ex- 
position. The plnmp, ronnd forms, 
without wrinkles, short, well set necks 
of these sheep, standing on short, 
straight, strong legs "with well shaped 
feet, with wool grading XSIX or above, 
long, white, dense, crimpy, free from 
curly spots on top of shoulders or back 
and extending evenly over the whole 
body, '* wonld have been of no ordinary 
interest to visitors, especially the for- 
eign wool experts, who were there to 
see what Americans were doing in fine 
wool growing. 


While Saxony Socks are not being in- 


creasod in this country, it is just to say 
that the few breeders who remain stead- 
fast are doing as well as anybody in the 
sheep business and expect to continue to 
improve their flocks as long as they 
live. The fleeces find a special demand 
and at high prices, which justifies the 
raising, and when they put their weth- 
ers on the market they bring quite fancy 
prices. Nor are the weights by any 
means inconsiderable as compared with 
other breeds of sheep. Whether in the 
course of time, as the evolutions of agri- 
culture and sheep husbandry go on, the 
Saxony sheep will he extensively dis- 
seuiraated, remains to be seen. This 
breed is gradually decreasing in Ger- 
many, being snpplanted by mutton 
breeds, which gives an expectation that 
some day there shall be an undersupply 
of this most estimable grade of wool.— 
ft. M. Bell in American Agriculturist

Tben fatten him quickly on 
diet of which four-fifths is corn. Root 
crops, with steamed clover hay and 
pumpkins, make no a good remainder. 


Let your hogs have free access to salt, 


wood ashes and charcoal. A misturo of 
these in equal parts is excellent for the 
health of swine. 


There is a constantly increasing de- 


mand for mutton. One breeder has had 
good success crossing Shropshire rams 
on Cotswold ewes. The Down breeds— 
any of them—are good mutton sheep, 
but the Southdown, in America as in 
England, is the best of them, A cross 
of Shropshire and Southdown makes 
excellent meat and fine carcasses.

SAXONY SHEEP. 


Hare Their Friends la the Catted 


States. 


One of the most interesting chapters 


in the history of sheep raising in the 
United States comprises the period from 
1820 to 1846, when the brijliant pros- 
pects of tho Saxony sheep and its fleeces 
were utterly dashed to the ground by the 
tariff of 1846. This industry may i» 
said to have been a creature of national 
legislation from its beginning, or at 
least from 1828 to tho fatal ending. 
Spanish Merino sheep were brought in 
at a tiniB when tbo American people 
were seeking entire independence from 
the muther country in every line of 
prodncto used by the people. Previous 
to this time the sheep of tho country 
were a mongrel mixture of breeds, whose 
fleeces were only naed in clothes for 
working people. The finer grades of 
clothing poods were imported. The Span- 
ish Merino sheep widely accommodated 
itself to the conditions afforded in this 
country, tho crosses giving fleeces that

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 9, —Howard 


Pyle, artist and author, looks more like 
an Englishman than an American, 
though he is an intensely patriotic citi- 
len of his native country. He comes of 
Quaker stock, long resident in Pennsyl- 
vania and Delaware, and is himself 
native as he has been a lifelong resident 
of the latter state. He leased from 
bassador Bayard, when the ,latter went 
abroad, tho charming old colonial house 
on the edge of Wilmington long occu 
pied by Mr. Bayard and is now looking 
forward most unmllingJy to the tune 
when be must yield up the house to its 
owner. Mr. Pyle has also a studio 
building at Wilmington, a charmingly 
furnished though simple and admira- 
bly businesslike structure. He usually 
parses his summers in a cottage at the 
little watering place of Rehoboth, at 
the month of Delaware bay, just below 
the breakwater. 


Those that know Mr. Pyle's native 


hatints easily recognize in his picturps 
traits of the country about Wilmington 
and of the coast near Eehoboth. The 
Delaware beaches have appeared again 
and again in his sea tales, and Mr. Bay- 
ard's house has been made the subject 
of a highly effective sketch. In the 
course of writing upon the pirates of the 
Spanish main and in preparing for that 
work Mr. Pyle has gathered a remark- 
ably interesting, curious and valuable 
little library of pirate literature. In 
spite of his love,for these gory tales Mr.

Tomatoes. 


It do«s not seem to be generally known 


that tomatoes do not require sun, but 
ripen best in warm, dark places. One 
can hardly pass along by country homes 
•svith%t seeing in the kitchen windows 
rows and rows of this delicious fruit in 
all stages of ripening — and decaying, 
too, perhaps — for sunstrokes are com- 
mon among the "love apples, " and ex- 
posure to too much light and sun heat 
rums them altogether oftentimes. An 
illustrated description from American 
Gardening suggests a simple plan for 
storing tomatoes while they are in proc- 
ess of ripening. 


It consists of a dry goods 'bos fitted 


with sliding shelves and a snug door.

When filled, it

shelves is apparent here, as a whole 
shelf full may be inspected at a glaoco by 
slipping out the shelf. Darkness is tbe 
important thing, and the closely fitting 
door at once secures that, leaving only 
the necessary moisture and warmth to 
brattended to. 


Fertilizers For Grain Crops, 


Experiments conducted under the aus- 


pices of the Ohio station and in va- 
rious sections and covering several years 
justify at tbe present date these conclu- 
sions: 


The use of superphosphate and pot- 


ash, separately or in combination, but 
without nitrogen, has frequently caused 
a loss of rain in crops of corn and wheat 
on soils deficient in vegetable matter. 


The yield of straw or stalks has al- 


most invariably been increased by tbe 
nse of superphosphate. 


The use u! superphosphate has fre- 


quently and that rof potash has occa- 
sionally been followed by a considerable 
increase of crop, both of grain and straw 
or stalks, on sod ground or land con- 
taining an abundance of decomposing 
vegetable matter. 


An increase of grain in the crop has 


generally followed the use of nitrate erf 
soda, and this has happened in almost 
every case when the nitrate bas been 
used in combination with superphos- 
phate or potash. 


When a complete fertilizer has been 


nsed. containing both phosphoric acid 
and potash, in combination with nitro- 
gen, tbe phosphoric acid being carried 
ia less active forms than bone black su- 
perphosphate, an increase of crop has 
resulted in practically every case, but 
at present prices of fertilizers and grain 
respectively this increase hat invaria- 
bly cost morathan its value ic the mar- 
ket 


While, therefore, these experiments 


demonstrate the possibility of producing 
a regular and certain increase in the 
yield of cereal crops by the nse of a 
complete chemical fertilizer, yet they 
show that (if snch fertilizers are to be 
used with any prospect of profit in Ohio 
in the production of cereal crops and as 
a part of a regular system of agricul- 
ture) that system mnst provide for the 
accumulation in the soil of the largest 
possible quantity of organ^ nitrogen 
through the culture, in shcqprotations, 
of plants which have the power of ob- 
taining nitrogen from sources inaccessi- 
ble to the cereals.
